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Province points to NPCA board for audit 


Ontario’s minister of nat¬ 
ural resources and forestry 
says she does not have the 
authority to conduct an audit 
of Niagara Pennisula Conser¬ 
vation Authority. 

In a letter to local coun¬ 
cils, including the City of St. 
Catharines, circulated to the 
media Thursday, Kathryn 
McGarry said reviews of that 
nature are out of her hands. 

“I regret to inform you that 
the current avenue to address 
any concerns with the man¬ 
agement of the NPCA would 
be through your own munic- 
ipal-appointed representa¬ 
tives on the NPCA board/' 
McGarry wrote. 

“The ministry does not 
have the legislative ability to 

province oversees the pol¬ 
icy relating to conservation 
authorities but it is munici¬ 
palities, like you, who have 


the sole authority to appoint 
the boards. MNRF’s inter¬ 
ests are in flood control and 
watershed management, 
and we have no hand in the 
operations or operational 
oversight of the conservation 
authormes.” 

Several Niagara munici¬ 
palities have called on the 
province to audit the NPCA 
after the release of a citizens 
report alleging mismanage¬ 
ment at the authority. 

Ed Smith distributed a 

NPCA of using questiona¬ 
ble practices and conflicts 
of interest. In response, 
the NPCA threatened legal 

demanded an apology. Smith 
has not backed down. 

Since the release of the 
report, councils in Pelham, 
Wainfleet, Niagara Falls, St. 
Catharines, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Port Colborne and 
Welland have called for an 
NPCA audit. Some asked the 


NPCA to hire a third party 
to conduct an audit, while 
others have called upon the 
province to do it 

Welland went so far as to 
ask the Ontario Provincial 
Police to conduct the review. 

In her letter, McGarry said 
the province is reviewing 
the Conservation Authori¬ 
ties Act, which governs bod¬ 
ies such as the NPCA, “to 
ensure it is meeting the mod¬ 
em needs of Ontarians."

* s the Times looks back on 
the news of 2016, the news 
J. A.shows it was a somewhat 
productive year in Fort Erie. 

The good news to come from 
the Town was that planning staff 
have been busy with ongoing and 
anticipated growth, as a record was 
set for the most new residential 
units being created around Greater 
Fort Erie, mostly in the Ridgeway 
and Crystal Beach areas. 

We have a town council that’s 
focused on this community's 
prosperity and a regional councillor 
who isn’t a backbencher sitting 
quietly in background, also fighting 
to make sure Fort Erie gets its well- 
deserved piece of the pie. 

A strategic plan created by the 
local government, focused on 
growth, effective and sustainable 
infrastructure, as well as 
communications and customer 
service, should open opportunities 
for the entire municipality.

What is being touted as the 
largest residential development 
Greater Fort Erie has ever seen, the 
Fort Erie Hills subdivision, is also 
a news item we will be keeping a 
close eye on this year. 

Local officials have been working 
hard for the last year and we as 
residents should do the same to 
make sure this continues. Let's pay 
attention a little more this year and 
make sure we are getting the best 
bang for our buck.
